Joseph Tipaldo, the laundryman, 
who upset the New York minimum 
wage law for women, is now look- 
ing for a job. 

“I'm broke,” he said, “I couldn't 
Stand the gaff.” 

Last March the state court o 
appeals declared the law  uncon- 
titutional; the law required the 

Bay ment of $12.40 weekly minimum 
for women laundry workers. 

“After the court decision busi- 
ness looked good for a while,” he 
said. “I was able to undercharge 
my competitor a little. Then busi 
ness didn’t seem to be coming in 


it dropped and dropped. My driv- 
ers were beginning to complain 
that customers told them I 
shouldn’t have fought the case 
People were listening to stories 
against me, and members of the 
laundry workers’ union were al- 


ways demonstrating in front of my 


place of business. My customers 
wouldn't give my drivers their 
wash and so I lost my _ business 
completely.” 

The cost of fighting the law 
through the courts was between 


$60,000 and $65,000, most of which, 
Tipoldo said, was paid by the New 
York State Hotel association. Tip- 
oldo said the case cost him $20,000 
also.
